—Federal Judge George W. Eng­ 
lish of Eastern 111., resigned today 
in the face of impending impeach­ 
ment proceeding*.

made at the White House almost 
simultaneously with a call by the 
house members appointed to prose­ 
cute him dor a meeting to arrange 
plans for his trial before the Sen­ 
ate on November 10. 
Impeachment of the jurist Who 
was appointed by President Wilson 
was voted on April 1 this year, 
the charge being that ne was guil­ 
ty of usurpation of power and 
other “high misdemeanors.” 
Indications that Judge English 
would not carry his case before 
the Senate were given recently 
when William F. Zumbrunn, wide­ 
ly known as counsel for the Ku 
Klux Klan, resigned as his chief 
counsel.
